Now as 
the Church or the body, is the 
dwelling place of God; so each 
individual member of the 
Church of God _ should be a 
dwelling place of God. For He 
has said that He would dwell in 
them and walk in them. 

As the purpose of the Church 
is to be an habitation of God 
through the Spirit; so we, as 
individual members are to be sa- 
cred temples of the Most High. 
“What? know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost which is in you, which ye 
have of God, and ye are not your 
own?” (1 .or. 6:29.) The 
dwelling place of God through 
all generations has been a holy 
place. 

The ancient Tabernacle and 
Temple were set apart or dedi- 
cated and hallowed for the ser- 
vice and worship of God. They 
were sacred and holy places. 
They were not fit for the ser- 
vice of God until they had been 
sanctified or hallowed. There 
was a ceremonial sanctification 
of the Old Testament buildings 
used for God. There is also a 
sanctification of the New Testa- 
ment Church of God by the 
purgation of its individual mem- 
bers by the precious blood of 
Jesus, and it is dedicated thru 
Christ’s holy offerings. So each 
individual member in order to 
become a holy temple in the 
Lord as He has commanded 
must be cleansed from all in- 
bred sin and the moment he 
(the individual) meets the con- 
ditions and is accepted by God, 
he becomes a sacred vessel to 
the Lord—a Holy Tabernacle to 
the Most High.

which is your reasonable  ser- 
vice.” (Rom. 12:1.) He does 
not enrich God by making Him 
a present, he cannot give him- 
self for he is not his own. The 
only way he can become the 
Lord’s is by purchase. God has 
purchased each one of us to be 
His temple and He says of us, 
“Ye are not your own for ye 
are bought with a price.” 

That price is the precious 
blood of Jesus. Glory to God! 
He purchased us by His own 
blood to be temples of the Holy . 
Ghost—temples for God’s wor- 
ship and service. So we being 
bought with a price are no more 
our own. We must therefore 
submit ourselves to the Lord to 
be His dwelling place and to 
yield to Him all the rights and 
privileges that belong to the 
owner. Ye are bought with a 
price therefore, glorify God in 
your body and your spirit which 
are His. Hallelujah! 

We must therefore be yielded 
to God to be used for His pur- 
pose only; we must surrender 
control of ourselves both body 
and spirit. The trouble with so 
many people they desire to re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost but they 
have never given God a quit- 
claim deed for themselves but 
have also a desire to hang on 
to the lusts of the flesh; they 
act as though they were yet 
their own; as though they had 
rights in themselves and might 
act according to those rights, 
and God must often come in 
secondary if He is even con- 
sidered at all. 

But to be God’s temple we 
must give up all claim to our- 
selves, and if we do this we set 
up a rival claim agairist God but 
in the great supreme court of 
heaven our claim will never be 
recognized. So long as we are 
not wholly the Lord’s we do not 
really belong to Him. So long 
as we try to make it a partner- 
ship affair we do not belong to 
God for God will be sole owner 
or not owner at all, and for this 
cause I believe that the time 
will come when the Church of 
God will be more strict about 
her membership than ever. 

We cannot perform the service 
of the Lord and the service of 
the world in the same temple. 
“What agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols?” We 
cannot serve two masters. We 
cannot serve God and mammon, 
nor God and_ self. We must 
be all God’s, dedicated to His 
service—His Holy Temple; or 
we are not His temple at all. 
We must yield to Him as a ser- 
vant. “Ye are bought with a 
price: be not ye servants of 
men.” (1 Cor. 7:23.) Paul re- 
joiced that he was the bond 
servant of Jesus Christ. If we 
would be masters of ourselves 
we canont be the servants of 
Jesus. 

To be His servants means to 
be submitted to Him—to permit 
Him to be Lord over us, to 
choose our course of life and our 
labor and direct our energies. 
Therefore we must submit our- 
selves to the perfect will of our 
Master that He may be able to 
work out in us an eternal weight 
of glory. 


We may feel that we ought to 
go here or there; that we ought 
to serve Him; that such is our 
duty, but alas! what a weari- 
some and trying duty. 

Did you ever drive a yoke of 
oxen? If you have I am sure 
you noticed how submissive 
they were to the yoke and so 
long as they submitted their 
necks were never galled—that 
is the reason sO Many people re- 
bel and oppose the Church of 
God, they are not willing to sub- 
mit to the yoke (government) of 
Jesus, and immediately it begins 
to gall and they soon become 
weary and find themselves back- 
slidden. 

Dear reader, are you wearing 
the yoke willingly? Is the 
world pulling you one way and 
your attempted obedience to 
Jesus pulling you the other 
way? No wonder your life is 
not satisfactory and no wonder 
you have such a time living up to 
the teachings of the Church of 
God; no wonder your service to 
God does not have fullness of 
riches and sweetness such as 
you feel you ought to have in 
the service of the Lord, and es- 
pecially in the Church of God. 

Dear reader, break every yoke 
of the world; free yourself from 
all its entanglements; yield 
yourself to Christ and take His 
yoke and His alone, then you 
will find that His service be- 
comes a pleasure instead of a 
burden. If you desire His pres- 
ence’ manifested in your life; 
if you wish to be fruitful for 
Him; if you long for His in- 
dwelling glory, then, break 
every yoke; cut every connec- 
tion that is contrary to His will; 
let go all the world; look not 
upon her vanities with desire; 
seek not its pleasures or its 
styles; run not in its ways, but 
dedicate yourself wholly and 
without reserve in the deepest 
depths of your heart to Christ, 
to the Holy Ghost, and to the 
will of God.
